Begin this quarter of a month by promising to the Brent 
Adonap, who ts the leader of all of the spirits 1 have ooo 
Meals a day every 24 hoors of the above-mentioned quarter 
month, daring which pou wil eat at midday & inidnight, or at 
seven in the morning & seven in the cuening, reciting the 
following praper before dining for this entire period. 

‘The manner in ushich ane can make any sort of spirit 
appear, reciting the great invocation that pou will find in chis 
book. 0 also, the true method of preparation.

Continually chinking of pour undertaking & petting all of pour 
faith & hope in the infinite guod of the Great Adanap. 

‘The second dap of this period, pou cvill buy a blood 
stone called Bmatilie ftom the druggist & pou will aiwaps 
Carrg it with pou & it will preserme pou fom all fears & 
Worries since the spirit that pow intend to bring into pour 
servitude ili do all that fie con to dissuade poo from pour 
ondertaking, bellesing wich those means t liberate himself & 
therebp break the twines of the aet that peu begin to fasten 
atound him. This project must be undertaken ony by one 
other person, incleding the Barcist, the one who must speak 
to the spirit, keeping in his hand the feiminating wand. 

Bt is essential to choose a solitary location for this 
Operation, oxhich is far from eng uproar, so that the operator 
ig not interropted. -folloming this, po sill bop a powng virgin 
Rid, that on the third doy of the quarter pou coill adern arith a 
gariand of pernain (or the sacred herd) which pou iil attach 
to ite head wich 9 green ribbon. Then pow will cransport it to 
the place that fas been chosen for pour operation; pour right 
arm anill be bare to the shoulder, armed with ¢ blade of pare 
sted, a fire of mbite wood will be fit, pou will recite the following 
words with hope & resolve,

& Fehona, & this tn che honor, giory & power of posr superior

Foliowing this nou arill skin the kid $& take ies shie, 
Putting the rest of it in the fire until it is reduced to ashes, 
cohich pou will gather & throw to the rising Sun pronouncing 
the following mords: “3t is for the honor, glory & power of 
hour name, © Adonay, Blohim, Ariel & Fehowa, char 3 
shed the blood of this victim. eign to accept these ashes, 
© great Adonay,” 

While the sacrifice burns, rejoice in che honor & glory of 
the great Adonap, Wohi, Ariel & Fehova taking care to 
fonserue the kid's skin in otder Co make the round, or the 
grand cabelistic circle tmithin mhtch gos will stand the dag of 
the great undertaking. 


Chapter TT 


Containing the true composition of the mpsterinus or 
fulminating wand as it is depicted here: 

©n the coe of the great undertaking pou mill search for 
a tod or mand ftom a old hazel tree that has not pec born 
fivit, at the highest point of the sought-after branch there 
should be a second fittie bach in the form ofa fork with coo 
ends; its leagth showid be uineteen & a half inches. 

After having feund s branch of this shape, only gaze at 
it but abstain from touching it, coaiting for the following dap, 
adap destined for action, in which you will go & cut it precisely 
at sunrise, & then denude it of ite leafs & small ooigs, if 
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there are any of these & with the same blade that mas used 
to skin the saccifice, oshich coill still be tainted uvith its blnod; 
pou will cor it when the Sun starts tw break forth on this 
hemisphere, pronouncing the fotloming mords: 

“BD beseech pou, © great Adonap, Blohim, Ariel & 
Sehove to be favorable & tw give this rod that 3 am cutting 
the strength of Jacob & che virtue of Hloses & that of the 
great Giosud; & 3 beseech pou, © great Adanay, lohim, 
Ariel & Fehova to impart in this cod all the power of Somson, 
the righteous rage of Emmanuel & the Thunderbolt of 
@avamatmick, who will avenge man’s affeants on the greac 
dan of judgment” 

Afrer having pronounced chese great & terrible mords, 
Reeping your enes turned coward the rising sim, cut the branch 
& take it t pour room; then take a piece of mood that is of 
the same thickness as the twe ends of the cod & cake it toa 
Brith to cap the tora ends of che fork with the steel Blade that 
Was used to skin the sacrifice, ensuring that the nue blades 
are sharp & when they are fitted to the ceo pieces of mond, 
take them home, putting the two irons om the trne rod yourself, 
then take a Lodestone, heat it in the fire to magnetize the 
Doints of the red pronouncing the following words: 

“By the power of the great Adonay, Plohim, Ariel & 
Sehova, 3 beseech pow to wnice (or deam together) alt of che 
materials that 3 desire bp the power of the great Adonap, 
Zlohim, Ariel & Fehova. 3 commend pow oy the incorapt- 
ibility of water & fire, to separate all of the materials as they 
Were separated the day of the creation of che world. Amen.” 
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Follouring chis 3 assure nou (by the honor of the great 
Adonay) that pou will possess the greatest Wreasure of the 
Light. Whe following evening take pour rod, the kid skin, the 
Bloadstove, the tue gariends of servain, then alse, the twa 
candicholders & two pounds of virgin wax that have heen 
bleased; rake also a fodestone $ too smooth fintstenes to 
light the fire also a half bottle of wine spirits & a portion of 
blessed incense mixed with seme camphor & four nails that 
tere used in che coffin of a child who has recentis died. Then 
toke pourself to che place where pou have to do the Great 
Work, doing precisely che following, executing gaint-by-point 
the grest Kabbalistic Ciecle in the manner here indicated. 


Chapter 1'V 


Containing the true manner 
of constracting the Kabbalistic Circle 


Start op forming a ciecle with the kid skin which pou 
woill secure to the ground mith the four nails, then with the 
Bloodstone pou will make s wiangle inside of the crcle, starting 
from the direction of rhe rising sun; make also with the 
Bloodstone the four tetters chat are written outside of the 
Cire. So also che saintly name of Fesus in this manner: 
TO St between twe crosses, so that the spirits can’t harm 
pou from the behind. 

Following this, the Barcist (qha ts the operator) will 
let his associates into the Wriangle & he wilt also enter 
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Without teeting himself become frightened by ang noise that 
he might hear, putting the two condicholders wich the coo 
Garlands of versain eo the right & to the {eft of the internat 
trlangte. That done, light the tro candles & put a new oase 
in front of pou, that is, im front of che Barcist, filled arith che 
ash of the Willow wood that pou have burned earlier chet 
same day. 

‘The Barcist ili light it pourteg in port of the spivies 
& part of the incense & camphor, consersing the remaining 
Dart to maintain @ continuous flame chat will suffice for the 
entite operation. 

Aaning done everything exactip os has been described 
then pou pronounce the following words. 

“J present poo, © great Adonap, this incense as the 
most pure: at the same Cime 3 present pou wich chese ashes 
cohich come ftom the finest wmod, 3 offer chem to you, © 
Great Adonay, Flohim, Ariel & Jenova, with all ma heart 
& spirit. Condeseend, © great Adonan, to accept them. 
Amen” 

Bay attention not to have anp impure metal on powe 
peeson but onty some gold or silver coins folded in a piece of 
paper to throm at the spirit so that fhe camot harm pou when 
he presents himself te pou before the circle, White he cakes 
the cofn pou wilt begin the following proper, arming povrself 
with courage, strength & prudence. 

Be careful that only the Rarcist, or @peratar, speaks; 
the others must remain silent, coen if the spirit interrogares 
‘of threatens them.
